Since the slump in silver prices 
shortly before the death of Senator 
Tabor twenty-five years ago, his widow 
has attempted to curb the outward 
flow of funds derived from the Tabor, 
chain of mines. In her final effort she 
turned to the Matchless property, 
which produced $10,000,000 worth of 
silver before production costs became 
prohibitive. 

On five previous occasions Mra. Ta- 


bor succeeded in obtainirg funds to 
satisfy creditors, but lately was un- 
able to meet the demand for ready 
eash. As the sheriff? announced the 
mine would be sold to the highest 


bidder and turned the sale aver to 


the auctioneer, only a few persons as- 
sembled. There were two bidders. 
Gradually the price climbed from 
$8,600 to $14,000. for which amount 


the Shorego Mining company obtained 
the property.

miles to the village of Ferry. Z 
McCauléy lost the sight of his left 
eye three years ago. His tight eye al- 
ways had been sightless. It was then 
that he hit upon the plan of the wind- 
mills. to guide him. The small wind 


Thills were placed at Strategic points 


about the farm and along the highway 
to Ferry. The wind sets the mills in 
motion and from the rattle he is able 
to find his way. 

On the infrequent quiet days when 
there is no wind to make the wooden 
varies: rattle he guides himself about 
the farm by means-of a wire stretched 
from one building to another. 

Repair Windmills Now. 


There are no sidewalks in Ferry 
township to tap with a cane and there 
is only an oceasional visitor to aid the 
blind man in time -of need: but Me- 
Cauley frequently makes the two-mile 
trip to town and baek alone. He takes 
the wagon trail. Windmills are placed 
at intersections. He can hear the rar- 
tle of the- mills for several hundred 
feet and knows where to turn.

He would 
cut a cord of woad duily, haul it ta 
Ferry and sell it for $2.50. About 
the time that McCauley lost the sight 
of the left eye the horse died and Me- 
Cauley was confronted with new prob- 
ems. 

The blind man lives with his father, 
Daniel McCauley, eighty-two. Despite 
his sf «he father works at clearing 
land,’+..\ he is growing feeble) The 
aged father and the blind son wonder 
what the future-holds for them. Most 
of the day the son sits at the farm- 
house waiting for the return of the 
aged father. He still hopes, despite 
the word of doctors, that he will be 
able to see again. 

“Somewhere there must be a doctor 
who can help me,” he says. If not he 
will have to go through life following

: capital of China, the old 
town, with its structures and tradi- 
tions that-have played thelr part in 
history, cannot’ but continue as an {m- 
portant center of Chinese life. 

There is much that the tourist to 
Peking finds that {s_unexpected, and 
every visitor to the old capital has 
pretty definite ideas: of what he is to 
find. For one thing he expects to find 
the town corrupt and contented; npr is 
he disappointeq.- In the palaces, the 
governnient Offices “and fie muititude 
of barracks which’ surround the: city. 
‘some self-seeking gatigs of grafters who 
have plundefed, the Chinese péople 
since the overfhrow- of the-pivtiarchy 
are still to be found. But ‘the age- 
long Chinese tradition. which would 
have centers of government also ven- 
tera _of learning has, in spite of re 
actionary rulers, filled the capital with- 
theusgnds of eager students for whom 
Peking is‘ not only a city of splendid 
memories; but a “city of hopes. 

There fs the Peking: university, a 
first-elass American mission institu- 
tion; the University of Peking, an 
equally high-grade government school; 
the new Chin Hwa college and a 
score of lesser schools. 

It° was among the students and. 
teachers of Peking, particularly among 
those of the universities, that the lib- 
eral movement of recent years In China 
Started, and continued in the face 
of wholesale arrests and suppression 
by corrupt officials. By the-.Peking 
students - the--movement was ‘spread 
| throughout the land. 

To.find Peking the source and cen- 
ter of this forward-looking movement 
for reform is not the least of the 
surprisés which await the visitor to 
the capital.

Exploring the Western Hills. 

When he leaves the city gates and 
goes to the western hills, there is 
surprise and delight, but no initial 
Perhaps that is be- 
cause he has heard so-much of the 
city and so little of the hills that 
he goes expecting néthing; perhaps 
it is because the hills, in spite of 
their barrenness, are altogether love- 
ly. 

However that may be, half the charm 
of Peking is. not in Peking at all, 
but in its surroundings, Shrine upon 
shrine, palace upon palace, lie ‘with- 
out the city walls. They dot the 
surroulding plain; they-nest on near- 
by wooded knolis; they lodge in crev- 
ices of the wide-circling, treeless hills 
—those quiet hills, slow curving, like 
billows after storm; verdant and vel- 
vety in summer; in winter bare and 
red-brown, deepening into _ twilight 
purple. To understand Peking and to 
love it, one must feel its glory.in the 
setting of the hills, not see it through 
the tritical dust of the streeted plain. 
which to explore the ‘hills is by rick- 
shaws. Blankets and quilts must be 
taken, for every provident traveler in 
China carries his bed with him. Away 
one goes three and a half miles, at a 
dog trot, to the western gate, thence 
seven more over the willow-shaded 
highway to the Mountain of Ten Thou- 
sand Ancients, a pleasant wooded hil- 
lock, 

Before it lies a broad lake and on 
its slope stands the far-fumed Sum 
mer Palace. Though several centuries 
more recent than Kublai Khan, this 
is indeed the stately pleasure dome 
of the poet’s imaginings. Kublai 
might well have decreed it, with its 
graceful, spiry, triple-roofed pavilion 
Set upon a massive four-square base 
of stone, towering above porticos and 
pailous, -kiosks and summer houses, 
grottos and labyrinthine passages, is- 
lands and lily ponds, bridges of mar- 
ble, and grotesque dragons cast in 
bronze, 

Another jog of seven miles takes 
one past the Jade Fountain pagoda, 
past leisurely camel trains, beyond the 
high road and the dust of tourtst 
autos, under the shadow ef somber, 
square, beacon towers, marching in 
single file, at half-mile intervals, out 
over the hill crests. : 


Pushing on deeper into the hills |’ 


one comes at Pi Yun Ssu, to the 
temple of the Green Jade Clouds, the 
loveliest temple in the north, 

Trip to the Great Wall. 

One of the most fascinating trips 
to be made from Peking is to the 
Great Wall. It is wonder enough for 
one journey to walk atop the wall 
and look out over the dusty brown 
plains of the north where Tatar horse- 
men once swarmed toward the passes, 
and to see trains of pack-mules strag- 
gling through the great. stone gate- 
ways oblivious of the traffic on the 
néarby rails, their backs laden with 
mierchandise as were the backs of 
pack-mules two thousand years ago. 
‘Like so much in or near Peking, 
the: Great Wal is at first disappoint- 
ing. It is disappointingly small. - It 
is, in places, only twenty feet high 
and as mahy broad, while the city 
Wall of- Peking ts twice as high” and, }.. 
at :the- base, thriee'‘as broad. - 


When. one stands close under the | 
’ Peking city. wall it looms above with 


the .massive grandeur of an abrupt 
high cliff; but when the traveler gets 
off the train at the Nankow pass and 
sees the bit of wall-scrambling up the 
hillside before him, he wonders why 
it is called “great.”

Earth’s Curvature 

The geological survey sayz that in 
surveys of small tracts of land no ac 
count {s taken of the fact that the 
surface of the earth is spherical. The 
irregularities of the surface more 
than make up for the curvature. True 
north and south lines aré not purallel, 
but get closer and closer together as 
they go north or south from the equa- 
tor. For large areas the curvature of 
the earth is apparent, In the general 
land office surveys the curvature 
shows. The blocks of a square mile 
are made as nearly square as possible, 
the error from curvature being all 
thrown into the northwest corner of 
each six-mile’ block.
